The first intlma-
tlon of the escape came from a child on the
street running from the rear to the iroot of
the priscn and lnforming the warden that a
prisoner was on the outside of the wall, and had
made some threal (o prevent luforma-
tion belog given. As inqulry was at once
made, when the facts detalled wbove were wicer-
tained. It seems that Lawrence, after fixiog the
effigy In position, bid bimsell in the yard, and
securing o strong rope, made his esenpe over
the wall. He was seen to alight on the outside
by the child whom he threawuud, and bad i not
been fop this fact it is more thao probable that
his escape wounld not have beea found out untl)
this morning, Lawrence I8 abont thirty vears of
age, five feel glx Inches high, with dark saady
batr, ioclined to curl. He was convieted in the
City Criminal Court, in Fehroary last. of lar-
ceny, and seutenced to =erve untll the J4th of
Maich, 1875, A reward of $100 12 offered for tue
capture vl Lawrence.

A NEGRO RISING.

———

Threntened Insurrection of the OUnlored People
In Tennesnoo—Women nnd Children Fiylom
for h"‘,-

The Memphis Avalanche —a good newspaper,
but none too loyal, and a noled sensationist—
has the following in its iesue of the 16th lost..—

There I8 trouble ot the ''Point.” The Polnt ls
gituated some five or slx miles from town, be-
tween.dhe Wolf and Hatchie rivers. The colored
population oul there have been disturbed to
their lowest depths. Bome time ago Winfleld
Jeruealem was out there prenchiog o sort of re-
ligious-political sermon, exclusively colored in
ite tohe and air. Sentries were pluced at proper
distances beyond the precincts of the church,
to keep away interloping whites, What trans-
Q‘l/!ed at the meeting was held secret until a Dr.

lnston cornered one of the colored cusses and
forced n confession from him, The colored man
sald that ''Uncle Smif was a talking to 'em
upon warious toothpicks, an’ things in general,”
among which was the startling announceément
that the “kullud pussan” would pass away flike
the Indian of former days, and that now was
the time to make a gtand —now the time o get
on their legs and make a fight for their rights,
and do or die.

Their enthnelasm and thelr ire apd their in-
dignation were at once ralsed; even the sentries
that perambulated outside the churchi became
affected and sent up Involuntary cheers. The
news spread abroad among the neighbors thal
the colored man intended to stand up for his
rights, and that he consldered now the accepted
time and that if he wouldn't strike boldly and
well he would be forever fallen. Yesterday
was the day sel apart for the ‘'rislopg.” The
female portlon of the community became lm-
bued with the idea that they couldn't stand it
They took the youngeters under their arms and
under the protecting folds of thelr cloaks and
ruched into the city quile numerously.

The discourse of the patriotic Smith occourred
some five or six weeks ago. Since then the
negroes, who are making crops on shares, have
been growing discontented and careless daily,
abandoning their crops in some cases. Smith
is reported to have advised them to rise at once
or the whites would soon be too numerous for
them. When asked what about their crops
Smith's reply was that their crops were nothing
compared to their lives and liberties. Now was
the time to vindicate themselves or not at all.
A patrol of citizens were organized, and word
wae sent to Sherlfl Wright, coupled with a re-
quest for ald. Further heuxlla are awalted with
anxlety.

The ex-
citement of watebing the mall, day after day,
ungeated her reason, nnd she swallowed aflarge
dose of morphine.
